Give me Leave to ſay, that the No- 


tion of the Infignificancy of Place has been 


of infinite Prejudice to many worthy Men, 
and of as Sho Advantage to others, who 
have juſter Thoughts of it.. While Dignity 
ſinks with its own Weight, the Scum of 
Mankind will naturally rife above it. 

IJ have a pions Concern upon me for all 
the important Miffakes of Mankind, and 
this amongſt the reſt; as to which, I 
have oblerved a frong Prejudice runs 
counter to the N of Things, and the 
Principles of Truth and Reaſon. Sure I 
am, Aature directs every Perfon and Thing 
to maintain its Situation, or rather not ſo 
much to keep its own Place, as to aſpire, 
and diſplace others And the Reaſon is 
plain, becauſe that is a Tendency to the 
upper moſt Point, and an Approach to Per- 
fection; and therefore, contrary to com- 
mon Opinions, I have ever thought, there 
is Prety in Pride and Ambition; and that it 
is a Virtue, to be emulons and aſpirine : and 


when I hear, as in my Time I have 


many, conc ited Declamations againſt Pride, 
I ſuſpect it is with the Deſign of a Mono- 


poly, and to exgroſs it; as have known

an 1ngemous School boy ſpit in his Mes 
of Porridge, not toabuſe the good Creature, 
but to ſecure it All to himſelf. What is that 
Dominion lo early given to Mankind, but 
Superiority of Power and Flace?

And if that was a Precept, I will take 
upon me to ſay, there is not one Point of 


Duty fo univerſally and exactly obſervd. 


And Society has ſo great a Conſideration 
of Place, that we find wiſe Proviſions made 
for the regulating of it, and for ſettling the 
due Neheminence of all Degrees of Men, 
and an Office of Heraldry for that Purpoſe, 
which may be found in almo# every Honſe 
of Quality. I could go farther than this, 
but for this Reaſon, that it is ont of my 
Way, and none of my Buſineſs, to deter- 
mine the Farce of great Examples, and 
make Concluſions upon Scriptures and 
perhaps my Friend's bet Apology, is, that 
the BIBLE is out of the Road of his

luminous; but no matter for that. If there 
were more of them, ſuch is the Ductility of 


my Reſpects, I could, with a ſmaller 


Quantity of Eſteem, do Honour to them 
ALI. 1 make the ſame Account of No- 


bility 
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bility of all Dates, as I do of Books. 1 
value the OLD, as uſnally more exad, 
and genuine, and nſeful, tho' commonly 
unlet ter d, and often looſe in the Binding; 
and I value the NEW, becauſe 
but the Notion is obvzous. and I leave my 
Reader to purſue it. I was led into this 
Compariſon from the (uo Felicitas of 
thoſe whole Way it is to paſte their Aims 
and Titles of Honour on the Reverſe of 
Title Pages, which ſhews the Affinity of 
the Two. My Love to the Nobility has 


made me ſometimes ſeriouſly lament the

Let them enjoy the Vall, and the Right. 
Hand of Us, from this Day forward, not in 
Conſideration of their Weakneſs, or out of 
our Com teſy, but in their own Right, as 
Patriots, and ſtout Defenders of the Privi- 
leges of their own and our Sex. 

But to proceed. It were perhaps a 
proper Method in this, as in otber Debates 
concerning PRECEDENCT, to appeal 
to the Herald's-Office, and be determin'd by 
the uſual and ſtated Rules there, how Place 
in this Caſe is to be given or taken ; but a 
certain Lord has aſſured me upon his

ciali Gratis, who has of many Years paſt,

Table by the Points in the Compaſs, and the 
wearer I can get to the Eaſt (which is a

much the higher; and my good Fortune is 


to ſit ſometimes, or for the moſt part, due 
Eaſt, ſometimes N. by E. ſeldom with 
greater Variation; and then I do my ſelf 
Honour, and am bleſs'd with Irifible P R E- 
CEDENCY, myſtical to others; and the 
Joke is, that by this Means I take Place (for 
Place 18 but Fancy) of many that fit above 
me; and while moſt People in Company 
look upon me as a modeſt Man, I know 
my ſelf to be a very aſſuming Fellow, and 
do often look down with Contempt on ſome 
at the upper End of the Table. By this 
Craft T at once gratify my Humour, (which 


is Pride) and preſerve my Charadter; Jo's

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this I take to be the Art of Life. And 
ſticking to this Rule, I generally poſſeſs 
a middle Place in Company, even in the 
gar Account, and am at Meat; as wiſe

And to this Purpoſe, my Way is to 
carry a little Pocket. Compaſs in my left

I know ſome People take another Way 
for this, and Place themſelves neareſt 
the Diſh they like beſt, and their Amb. 
tion is gratify'd, where their Appetite is ſo; 
Eating well is commonly, and with Juſtice, 
call d Good-living ; and their Rule is that 
of Horace. 


Ut quocunque loco fueris vixiſſe libenter

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And it muſt be allow'd as a Standard, 
their Honour lies in their Stemach; as in- 
deed I have always thought, that, con- 
trary to vulgar Notions, the Scat not of 
Honour only, but of moſt great Quali. 
ties of the Mind, as well as of the Dif: 
orders of the Body. 

Give me leave to explain my ſelf. I 
think I can reduce to this one Principle, 
all the Properties of the Mind: And by 
the Way, as I take our grand Devourer 


f Fire to have the beſt Stomach of ny 
Man living, I conclude him the greate 
Perſon our Age, or any other, has pro- 


duc'd, not excepting CAT O's Daughter; 
nor ſhall Time, altho' edax serum, ever 
digeſt the Memory of One, who has a 
better Appetite than even Time it felt: 
But to go en, does not the Stomach make 
Men Ambitious, Covetous, Amorons, Obſe- 
quious, and Tims. ſerving? What made a 
certain Judge keep his Place on the Bench 
when his Brethren left it; but his Senſe 
of Honour, 2. e. his keen Appetite ? Does 
not the Stomach alone carry all Debates

In ſhort, Courage, Honour, Vit and Senſe, 
and all Arts and Sciences, take their 
Riſe here; and this an Antient has ob- 
ſerv'd, Magijter artis ingeniique largitor, Ven- 
ter; which if it be true, I will take ur- 
on me to declare our Vulgar Saying, that 
Men bave Guts in their Brains is a Vu'gar 
Error, and ſhould be rechfy'd. and that 
rather, their B aius are in their Guts; 
and when we lee ſome Men leſs Coura- 
gious, Witty, or Learned than others, we 
ſhou d pity their bad Stomachs or Indigeſtion, 
rather than their Incapacity or Indiſpofi- 
tion of Brain: I am ſo ſenſible of this, 
that I have of many Years diſus'd, as 
an Abſurdity, that Saying to a ſimple 
Fellow —— God belp your Head; but 
I wiſh him with more Propriety, a good 
- Stomach, or a better Dimmer.

Men were to have the ſame Opinion of 
themſelves that others have of. them, 
there would not be, out of meer Shame, 
above Two Sermons: next Sunday. in this 
large City, * nor Five Lawyers to go 
thorough with the Buſineſs of next Term. 
Self-conceit. lupports the Dignity of Church 
and State, and I pronounce him an Enemy 
to the Pubhck. who is ſo to that. 
Much leſs do I intend any Trouble to 
young Clergymen of the Court or City, b 
the foreg ing Remark ;. as if, becauſe 
Deacons of Old us'd to ſtand before P: efby- 
ters, that now it were fit to riſe when they 
come in, or give the Civility of the Hat 
or Wall to any ruſty Rum in the Street. 
I know the Inconvenience of that miſta- 
ken Piece of old Brecding to both Parties, 
and think it prudently laid aſide. It is 
Keſpect to an old Parſon not to oblige 
him to uncover in the Cold, and un- 
ſocket his Head: with both Hands, and 
io daggle his Gown out of Ceremony; 
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it is the ſame Reſpect to a ſpruce Bob, to 


let it he quiet and undifturbd-.in its 
Hat-caſe. I know no Reaſon, why Pow. 
der and Oil ſhould ſubmit to Greaſe and 


Greyneſs, that a White Wig ſhould lower 


to hoary Hair, or à d 4 Beuver firike 
to à Carolina. Hat with Stays. 

I cannot forbear here to n the 
preſent Reſinement of Eccleſiaſticks in 
their Habits, and ſay they are more Pri. 
mit ive and Regular in their Dreſs than 
thoſe of any Age before them,  A»Cler- 
gyman ought to be wwe i. e. not as we 
read it, of good Beluviour, but well dreſsd; 
as indeed nothing contributes more to 
polite Behaviour than good Cloaths. This 
1s a Various Reading; and here I obſerve, 
for the Uſe of young Stagers, in Divinity, 
That nothing will bring them mto greater 
Repute for deep Learning, than to en- 
terprize in Criticiſm, and adventure be- 
times, to change the common Reading of any 
TEXT in the BIBLE This ſingle 
Word is in my Opinion, enough to vin- 


dicate their Silks and Velvets againſt 
all the ' Fawaticks in Chriflendom, and our

It is an old Obſervation, That Picty |

Church ; And indeed I have known ſome 


of the younger Sort, that.cquld nat Preach 


with a ruled Band, or a Wag, out of curl; 


and a certain Lady of my Acquaintance, 


very religious, and who had a good Tafte 
of Men, always made a Judgment from 
the Air and Dreſs of the Preacher, and 
never reliſhed any Doctrine that came not

ciety, and in every Employment of Life. 
Upon theſe Views, 1 cannot but com- 
mend your wiſe Reſolution to withdraw 
ſo early from other unprofitable and ſevere 
Studies, and betake your ſelf to that, 
which, if you bave good Luck, will 
advance ycur Fortune, and make yon 
an Ornament to your Friends, and your 
Country. It may be ycur Juſtification, 
and further Encouragement, to conſider, 
that Hiſtory, Antient or Modern, cannot 
furniſh you an Inſtance of one Perſon, emi- 
nent in any Station, who was not, in 
fome Meaſure, vers'd in Poetry, or, at leaſt, 
a Well-wiſher to the Profeſſors of it; nei.

For my own Part, having never made 
one Verſe ſince I was at School, where E 
ſuffer d too much for my Blunders in 
Hetiy, to have any Love to it ever ſince, 
I am not able from any Experience of 


my own, to give you thoſe Inſtructions- 
you deſire; neither will I declare (for 
J love to conceal my Paſſions) how much 


J lament my Neglect of Poetry in thoſe 
Periods of my Life, which were proper- 
et for Improvements in that Ornamen- 
tal Part of Learning; beſides, my Age 
and Infirmities might well excuſe me

that plays upon it: And for this the 
Moderns plead the Example of their great 
Idol LUCRETIUS, who had not been, 
by Half, fo eminent a Poet (as he truly 
was) but that he ſtood a Tip toe on Re- 
ligion, Religio pedibus ſubjecta, and by 
that riſing Ground, had the Advantage 
of all the Poets of his own, or following, 
Times, who were not mounted to the 
ſame Pedeſtal. | | 
Beſides, it is farther to be obſerv'd, 
that PETRONIUS, another of their 
Favourites, ſpeaking of the Qualifica- 
tions of a good Poet, inſiſts chiefly on 
the Liber Spiritus; by which I have 
been 1gnorant enough heretofore to ſup- 
poſe he meant, a good Invention, or great 
Compaſs of Thought, or a ſprightly Ima- 
gination: But I have learned a better 
Conſtruction, from the Opinion and Pra- 
ctice of the Moderns ; and taking it 
Literally for a free Spirit, i e. a Spirit, or 
Mind, foe or diſengag d from all pa | 
ne 
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dices, concerning God, Religion, and an- 
other World; it is te me a plain Account 
why our preſent Set of Poets are, and 
hold themſelves oblig'd to be, FREE. 
But altho'I cannot recommend Religion 
upon the Practice: of ſome of our moſt 
eminent Engliſþ-Poets, yet I can juſtly ad- 
viſe you, from their Example, to be con- 
verſant in the Scriptures, and, if poſſible, 
to make your ſelf entirely Maſter ' of 
them: In which, however, I intend no- 
thing leſs than impoſing upon you a 
Taſk of Piety. Far be it from me to 
deſire you to Believe them, or lay any 
great Streſs upon their Authority, (in that 
you may do as you think fit) but to 
read them as a Piece of neceſſary Furni- 
ture for a Vit and a Poet; which is a 
very different View from that of a Chri- 
ſian. For I have made it my Obſerva- 
tion, that the greateſt Wits have been 
the beſt Textuaries: Our modern Poets, 
are all to a Man, almoſt as well read 
in the Scriptures as ſome of our Divines, 
and often abound more with the Phraſe. 
They have read them Hiſtorically, Cri-

doubtedly a Fund of Wit, and a Subject 


for Wit, You may, according to the 
modern Practice, be witty upon them or 
out of them: And to ſpeak the Truth, 
but for them, I know not what our Ha). 


wrights would do for Images, Alluſions, 


 Smilitudes, Examples, or even Language 
it ſelf. Shut up the Sacred Buoks, and 
I would be bound, our Wit would run- 
down like a Larum, or fall as the Stocks 
did, and ruin half the Poets in theſe 
Kingdoms: And if that were the Caſe, 
how would moſt of that Tribe, (all, 
I think, but the Immortal ADD ISON, 
who made a better Uſe of his Bible, and 
a few more) who dealt ſo freely in that 
Fund, rejoyce that they had drawn out 
in Time, and left the preſent. Generation 
of Poets to be the BUBBLES. 

But here I muſt enter one Caution, and 


deſire you to take Notice, that in this 


Advice, of Reading the Scriptures, I had 
not the leaſt Thought concerning your 
Qualification that Way for Poetical Or- 
ders; which I mention, becauſe J find 
a Notion of that Kind advanc'd by one 
of our Emngli/h Poets, and is, I ſuppoſe, 
: | main- 
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maintain'd by the reſt. He ſays to Spen- 


| ſer, in a ꝓretended Viſion. 
Vith Hands laid on, Ordain me fit 


For the great Cure, and Miniſtry, of Wit. 


Which Paſſage 18, in my Opinion, a no- 


table Alluſion to the Seriptures, and 
making (but reaſonable) Allowances for 
the ſmall Circumſtance of Profaneneſs, 


bordering cloſe upon Blaſphemy, is ini- 


mitably fine; beſides ſome uſeful Diſco- 


veries made in it, as, that there are Bi- 


ſhops in Poetry, that theſe Biſhops muſt 
ordain ycung Poets, with laying on of 
Hands; and that Poetry is a Cure of 
Souls; and, conſequently fpeaking, thoſe. 
who have ſuch Cures, ought to be Poets, 
and too often are ſo: And indeed, as of 


old, Poets and Prieſts were one and the 
fame Function, the Alliance of thoſe 
Miniſterial-Offices is to this Day happi- 
ly maintain'd in the ſame Perſons; and 
this I take to be the only juſtifiable Rea- 
ſon for that Appellation which they ſo 
much affect, I mean the modeſt Title 
of DIVINE-POETS. However, hav- 
ing never been preſent at the Ceremony 
of Ordaining to the Prieſthood of Poctry, 

| I own, 
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I-own, I have no Notion of the Thing, 
and ſhall ſay the leſs of it here. 
The Scriptures then being generally 
both the Fountain and Subject of modern 
Wit, I could do no leſs than give them 
the Preference in your Reading. After 
a thorough Acquaintance with them, I 
would adviſe you to turn your Thoughts 
to HUMAN LITERATUR Ezwhich, yet, 
I ſay more in Compliance with vulgar 
Opinions, than according to my own 
Sentiments. „ 
For, indeed, nothing has ſurpriz d me 
more than to ſee the Prejudices of Man- 
kind, as to this Matter of Human- Learn- 
ing; who have generally thought it is 
neceſſary to be a good Scholar, in order 
to be a good Poet, than which nothing 
is falſer in Fact, or more contrary to 
Practice and Experience. Neither will 
I diſpute the Matter, if any Man will 
undertake to ſhew me one profeſſed Poet 
now in Being, who is anything of what 
may be juſtly call'd a Scholar; or is the 
worſe Poet for that, but perhaps the bet- 
ter, for being ſo little incumber'd with 
the Predantry of Learning: Nis true, 
the contrary was the Opinion of our 
Forefathers, which we of this * 
evo 
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Devotion enough to receive from them: 
on their own Terms, and unexamind, 
but not Senſe enough to perceive twas a 
grols Miſtake in them. So Horace has 
told us. 


Scribendt recte, ſapere, eſt & P incipium, & fons, 
Rem tibi, Socratics, poter unt oftendere, charte. 


But to ſee the different Caſts of Men's. 
Heads, ſome not inferior to that Poet in 
Underſtanding (if you will take their own 
Word for it) do fee no Conſequence in 
this Rule, and are not aſhamd to de- 
clare themſelves of a contrary Opinion. 
Do not many Men write well in com- 
mon Account, who have nothing of 
that Principle? Many are too Viſe to 
be Poets, and others too much Poets to 
be Wiſe. Muſt a Man, , forfooth, be no 
leſs than a Philoſopher, to be a Poet; 
when it 1s plain, that ſome of the great- 
eſt Idiots of the Age, are our prettieſt 
Performers that Way ? And for this, 
I appeal to the Judgment and Obſerva- 
tion of Mankind. Sir Philip Sidneys no- 
table Remark upon this Nation, may 
not be improper to mention here. He 


ſays, In our Neighbour - Country Ireland, 
where 
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where true Learning goes very bare, yet are 
their Nets held in devout Reverence ; which 
ſhews, that Learning is no Way neceſſary 


either to the making: a Poet, or judg. 


ing of him. And farther, to ſee the Fate 


of Things, notwithſtanding. our Learn- 


ing here, is as bare as ever, yet are our 
Poets not held, as formerly, in devout 


Reverence, but are, perhaps, the moſt 


contemptible Race of Mortals now in this 
Kingdom, which is no leſs to be wonder 'd. 


at, than Lamented. 

Some of the old Philoſophers were 
Poets (as according to the foremention'd 
Author, S:crates and Plato were; which, 
however, is what I did not know before) 
but that does not ſay, that all Poets are, 
or that any need be, Philoſophers, other- 
Wife than as thoſe are ſo call'd who are 
a little out at the Elbows, In which 
Senſe the great SHA AHS PEAR might 
have been a Philoſopher ; but was no 


Scholar, yer was an excellent Poet. Nei- 


ther do I think a late moſt judicious 


Critick ſo much miſtaken, as others do, 


in advancing this Opinion, that Shake- 
ſpear had been a worſe Poet had he been a 
better Scholar: And Sir Villiam Davenant, 


is another Inſtance in the ſame Kind. 
| Nor 
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Nor muſt it be forgotten, that Plato was 
an avowd Enemy to Poets, which is, 
perhaps, the. Reaſon why Poets have 
been always at Enmity with his Pro- 
feſſion; and have rejected all Learning 
and Philoſophy, for the Sake of that. 
one Philoſopher. As J take the Matter, 
| neither Philofophy, nor any Part of, 
Learning, 1s more neceſſary tO Poetry, 
(which, if you will believe the ſame 
Author, is the Sum of all Learning) than. 
to know the Theory of Light, and the 
ſeveral Proportions and Diverſifications 


of it in particular Colours, is to a good. 


Painter, 

Whereas therefore, a certain Author, 
call'd Petronius Arbiter, going upon the 
ſame Miſtake, has confidently declard, 
that one Ingredient of a good Poet, 1s, 
Mens ingenti literarum flumine inumdata: 


I do, on the contrary. declare, that this. 


his Aſſertion (to ſpeak of it in the ſofteſt 
Terms) is no better than an invidious: 
and nnhandſome Reflection on all the 
. Gentlemen Poets of theſe Times; for, with 
his good Leave, much leſs than a Flood, 
or Inundation, will ſerve the Turn, and 


to my certain Knowledge, ſome of our 
greateſt Wits in your Poetical Way, have 


not.

not as much real Le:rning as would cover 
a Six Pence in the Bottom of a Baſon; 
nor do I think the worſe of them. 

For, to ſpeak my private Opinion, I 
am for every Man's working upon his 
own Materials, and producing only what 
he can find within himſelf, which is 
commonly a better Stock than the Owner 
knows it to he. I think, Flowers of Wit 
onght to ſpring, as thoſe in a Garden 
do, from their own Root and Stem, with- 
out Foreign Aſſiſtance. I would have a 
Man's Wit rather like a Fountain, that 
feeds itſelf Inviſibly, than a River, that 
is ſupply'd by ſeveral Streams from 
eee + 27.” ; 

Or if it be neceſſary, as the Caſe is 
with ſome barren Wits, to take in the 
Thovghts of others, in order to draw 
forth their own, as dry Pumps will not 
play till Water is thrown into them; 
in that Nec ſſity, I would recommend 
fome of the approv'd Standard- Authors 
of Antiquity for your Peruſal, as a Poet 
and a Wit; becauſe Maggots being what 
you look for, as Monkeys do for Vermin in 
their Keepers Heads, you will find they 
aboupd in good Old Authors, as in rich 
eld Cheeſe; not in the New; and for 


that- 
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that Reaſon you muſt have the Claſſicks, 
eſpecially, the moſt Vorm-eaten of them 
often in your Hands. 


But, with this Caution, that you are 


not to uſe thoſe Antients as unlucky 
| Lads do their old Fathers, and make no 
| Conſcience of picking their Pockets and 
pillaging them. Your Buſineſs is not 
| to ſteal from them, but to improve upon 
| them, and mike their Sentiments your 


own ; which is an Effect of great Judg- 


ment; ard tho' difficult, yet very poth- 
| ble, without the ſcurvy Imputation of 
Filching: For I humbly conceive, tho 
| I light my Candle at my Neighbour's 


Fire, that does not alter the Property, 


| or make the Wick, the Wax, or the 
Flame, or the whole Candle, leſs my 
| OWN, | 23 


Poſſibly you may think it a very ſe- 
vere Taſk, to arrive at à competent 
Knowledge of ſo many of the Antients, 
as excel in their Way ; and indeed it 
would be really ſo, but for the ſhort and 
eaſie Method lately found ont of Ab- 
ſtracts, Abridgments, Summaries, &c. 
which are admirable Expedients for be- 
ing very learned, with little or no Read- 
irg; and have the fame Uſe with Burn-

mg-Glaſles, to collect the diffus'd Rays 


of Wit and Learning in Authors, and 


make them point with Warmth and 
Quickneſs upon the Reader's Imagina- 
tion. And to this 1s nearly related 
that other modern Device of conſulting 
Indexes, which is to read Books He. 


bi aically, and begin where others uſually 


end; and this is a compendious Way of 
coming to an Acquaintance with Authors: 
For Authors are to be uſed like Lobfters, 
you muſt look for the beſt Meat in ite 
Tails, and lay the Bodies back again in 


the Diſh. Your cunningeſt Thieves (and | 


what elſe are Readers, who only read to 
borrow, 1. e. to fteal) uſe to cut off the 
Port manteau from behind, without ſtay- 
ing to dive into the Pockets of the Owner, 
Laſtly, you are taught thus much in 
the very Elements of Philoſophy, for 
one of the firſt Rules in Log:ck is, 
Finis eft Primus in Intentione. _ 
The learned World is therefore moſt 
highly indebted to a late painful and 
judicious Editor * of the Claſſicks, who 
has labour'd in that new Way with ex- 
ceeding Felicity. Every Author, by his 
| Manage- 
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Management, ſweats under himſelf, be- 


ing over- loaded with his own Index, and 
carries, like a North-· Country Pedlar, all 
his Subſtance and Furniture upon his 


| Back, and with as great Variety of 


Trifles. To him let all young Students 
make their Compliments for ſo much 
Time and Pains ſav'd in the Purſuit of 
uſeful Knowledge; for whoever ſhor- 
tens a Road, is a Benefactor to the Pub- 
lick, and to every particular Perſon, who 
has Occaſion to travel that Way. 

But to proceed. I have lamented no- 
thing more in my Time, than the Dif- 
uſe of ſome ingenious little Plays, in Fa- 
ihion with young Folks, when I was 
a Boy, and to which the great Facihty 
of that Age, above ours, in Compoling, 
was certainly owing, and, if any Thing 


has brought a Damp upon the. Verſifi- 


cation of theſe Times, we have no far- 
ther than this, to go for the Cauſe of it. 


Now could theſe Sports be happily re- 


viv'd, I am of Opinion your wiſeſt Courſe 
would be to apply your Thoughts to 


them, and never fail to make a Part 


when you can, in thoſe profitable Di- 


verſions.

Rhiming is what I have ever accounted 
the very Eflential of a good Poet And 
in that Notion I am not ſingular ; for 
the aforeſaid Sir Philip Sidney has declar d, 
That the chief Life of modern Ver ffying, 
conſiſteth in the like ſounding of | ords, 
which we call Rhime, which is an Autho- 
rity, either without Exception, or above 
any Reply. Wherefore, ycu are ever 
to try a good Poem as you would a found 
Pipkin, and if it rings, well, upon the 
Knuckle, be ſure there is no Flaw in it. 
Verſe without Rhime, is a Body with- 
out a Soul, (for the chief Life conſifteth 
in the Rhime) or a Bell, without a Clapper; 
which, in Strictneſs, is no Bell, as being 
neither of Uſe nor Delight. And the ſame 
ever honoured Knight, with ſo muſical an 
Far, had that Veneration for the Tune- 
ableneſs and Chiming of Verſe, that he 
ſpeaks of a Poet as one that has the Reve- 
rend Title of a Rhimer. Our celebrated 
Milton has done theſe Nations great Pre- 
Judice in this Particular, having ſpoil'd 
as many reverend Rhimers, by his Exam: 
ple, as he has made real Poets, 

For which Reaſon, I am overjoy'd to 
hear, that a very ingenious Youth of 
this Town, is now upon the uſeful 

; : Deſign, 


” ® Dublin, : 
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Deſign, (for which, he is never enough 
to be commended) of beſtowing Rhime 
upon Milton s Paradiſe Loft, which will 
make the Poem, in that only defective, 
more Heroick and Sonorous than it-has hi- 
to been. I wiſh the Gentleman Succeſs 
in the Performance; and, as it is a Work 
in which a young Man could not be 
more happily employ'd, or appear in, 
with greater Advantage to his Character, 
ſo I am concernd that it did not fall out 
to be your Province. 

With much the ſame View, I would 
recommend to you. the witty Play of 
Pictures and Mottos, which will furniſh 
your Imagination with great Store of 
Images and ſuitable Devices. We of theſe 
Kingdoms, have found our Account in 
this Diverſion, as little as we conſider 
or acknowledge it. For, to this, we owe 
our eminent Felicity in Poſies of Rings,

great Uſe in common Practice, to quicken 
{low Capacities, and improve the quickeſt: 
But the chief End of it is, to ſupply the 
Fancy with Variety of Similies for all 
Subjects. It will teach you to bring 
Things to a Likeneſs, which have not 
the leaſt imaginable Conformity in Na- 


ture, which is properly Creation, and 


the very Buſineſs of a Poet, as his Name 
implies; and let me tell you, a good 
Poet can no more be without a Stock of 
Similies by him, than a Shoe- Maker with- 
out his Las. He ſhou'd have them ſiz d, 
and rangd, and hung up in Order in his 
Shop, ready for all Cuſtomers, and ſhaped 
to the Feet of all Sorts of Verſe: And 
here I cond more fully (and I long to 
do it) inſiſt upon the wonderful Harmony 
and Reſemblance between a Poet and 8 
Shoe- Maker, in many Circumſtances com- 


mon to both; ſuch as the Binding of 


their Temples, the Stuff they work upon, 
and the Paring- Knife they uſe, c. but 
that I would not digreſs, nor ſeem to 
trifle in ſo ſerious a Matter. 

Now I fay, if you apply your ſelf to 
theſe diminutive Sports (not to mention 
others of equal Ingenuity, ſuch as'Drav- 
Gloves, Crofs-Purpoſes, Queſfion and Con- 


mans, 
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nands, and the reſt) it is not to be con- 
ceivd, what Benefit (of Nature) you will 
find by them, and how they .will open 
the Body of your Invention. To theſe, 
devote your {pare Hours ; or rather, ſpare 
all your Hours to them ; and then, you 
will a& as becomes a wiſe Man, and make, 
even Diverſion, an Improvement: Like 
the inimitable Management of the Bee; 
which does the whole Buſineſs of Life at 
once, and at the ſame Time, both feeds, 
and works, and diverts itſelf. 

Your own Prudence will, I doubt not, 
direct you to take a Place every Even- 
ing, amongſt the Ingenious, in the Corner 
of a certain Coffee-houſe in this Town, 
where you will receive a Turn equally 
right, as to Vit, Religion, and Politics: 
As likewiſe, to be as frequent at the Play- 


Houſe as you can afford, without ſelling 


your Books. For, in our chaſt Theatre, 
even CATO himſelf might ſit, to the 
Falling of the Curtain. Beſides, you 
will ſometimes meet with tolerable Con- 
verſation amongſt the Players; they are 
luch a Kind of Men, as may paſs, upon 
the ſame Sort of Capacities, for Vits, off 
the Stage, as they do for fine Gentlemen 
upon it. Beſides that, I have known a

Add to this, the Expediency of furniſh- 
ing out your Shelves with a choice Col. 
lection of modern Miſcellanies, in the 
gayeſt Edition ; and of reading all Sorts 
of Plays, eſpecially the New; and above 
all, thoſe of our own Growth, printed by 
Subſcription,“ in which Article of Ir:þ 
Manufaure, I readily agree to the late 
Propoſal, t and am altogether for rejeting 
and renouncing every Thing that comes from 
England: To what Purpoſe ſhould we go 
thither, either for Coals or Poetry, when 


we have a Vein within ourſelves equally 


Good, and more Convenient. 

TLaſtiyj, A Common Place. Boot is what a 
provident Poet cannot ſubſiſt without, 
or this proverbial Reaſon, that great Vits 
have ſhort Memories; and whereas, on the 
other Hand, Poets being LTA RS by Pro- 
feſhon, ought to have good Memories;

By theſe few and eaſy Preſcriptions, 
(with the Help of a good Genius) tis poſ- 
ſible you may, in a ſhort Time, arrive 
at the Accomphſhments of a Poet, and 
ſhine in that Character. As for your 
Manner of Compoſing, and Choice of 
Subjects, I cannot take upon me to be 
your Director; but Iwill venture to give 
you ſome ſhort Hints, which you may 
enlarge upon at your Eeiſure. Let me in- 
treat you, then, by no Means to lay 
aſide that Notion peculiar to our modern 
Refiners of Poetry, which is, That a Poet 
muſt never Write, or Diſcourſe, as the or- 
dinary Part of Mankind do, but in Num- 
ber, and Verſe, as an Oracle; which I 
mention the rather, becauſe, upon this 
Principle, I have known Heroes brought

into the Pulpit, and a whole Sermon 
compos d and deliver'd in blank-Verſe, to 
the vaſt Credit of the Preacher, no leſs 
than the real Entertainment, and great 
Edification of the Audience. 
The Secret of which, I take to be this, 
When the Matter of ſuch Diſcourſes is 
but mere Clay, or, as we uſually call it, 
Jad Stuff, the Preacher, who can afford no 
better, wilely Moulds, and Poliſhes, and 
Dries, and Waſhes this Piece of Earthen 
Mare, and then Bakes it with Poetick 
Fire; after which, it will ring like any 
f Fern and is a good Diſh, to ſet be- 
fore common Gueſts, as every Congrega- 
— tion is, that comes ſo often for Enter- 
tainment to one Place. - ; 
There was a good old Cuſtom in Uſe, 
which, our. Anceſtors had, of Inyoking the 
Muſes, at the Entrance of their Poems, I 
ſuppoſe, by Way of craving a Bleſſing : 
This, the graceleſs Moderns have, in 2 
great Meaſure, laid aſide, but are not to 
pe follow'd in that Poetical Impiety ; for, 
altho to nice Ears ſuch Invocations may 
ſound harſh and diſagreeable, (as tuning 
Inſtruments 1s, before a Concert) they are | 
neceſſary. Again, You muſt not fail to 
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Greek or Latin; I mean, you are always 
to make Uſe of a quaint Motto to all 
your we rs for beſides, that this 
Artifice beſpeaks the Reader's Opinion 


of the Writer's Learning, it is otherwiſe 


uſeful and commendable. A bright Paſ- 
ſage in the Front of a Poem, is a good 
Mark, like a Star in a Horſe's Face; and 
the Piece will certainly go off the better 
for it. The Os magna ſonaturum, which, 
if I remember right, Horace makes one 
Qualification of a good Poet, may teach 
you not to gag your Muſe, or ſtint your 
felf in Words and Epithets, ( which coſt 
you nothing) contrary to the Practice of 
ſome few out-of-the-Way Writers, who uſe 
a natural and conciſe Expreſſion, and af- 
fect a Stile like unto a ShrewſÞnry Cake; 
Short and Sweet upon the Palate ; they 
will not afford you a Word more than is 
neceſſary to make them intelligible, 
which is as poor and niggardly, as it would 
be to ſet down no more Meat than your 


Company will be ſure to eat up. Words: 
are but Lackeys to Senſe, and will dance 


Attendance, without Wages or Compul- 

fion ; Verba non invita ſequentur. 
Farthermore, when you ſet about Com- 

poſing, it may be neceſſary, for your: 
19 15 Ec ale; 
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Eaſe, and better Diſtillation of Vit, to 
put on your worſt Cloaths, and the worſe 
the better; for, an Author, like a Lin. 
bick, will yield the better for having a 
Rag about him. Beſides that, I have 
obſerv'd a Gardiner cut the outward Rind 
of a Tree, (which is the Surtout of it,) to 
make it bear well: And this is a natu- 
ral Account of the uſual Poverty of POETS, 
and is an Argument why its, of all 
Men living, ought to be ill elad. I have 
always a ſecret Veneration for any one I 
obſerve to be a little out of Repair in his 


Perſon, as ſuppoſing him either a Poet or 


a Philoſopher ;, becauſe, the richeſt Mine- 
rals are ever found under the moſt ragged 


and wither'd Surface of Earth, 


As for your Choice of Subjects, I have 
only to give you this Caution; That as 
a handſome Way of Praiſing, is certainly 
the. moſt difficult Point in Writing: or 
Speaking; I would by no Means adviſe 
any young Man to make his firſt Eſſay 


min PANEGTRICK, beſides the Danger 
of it; for a particular Encomium is ever 


attended with more III-will than any 
general Invective, for which I need give 


no Reaſons; wherefore, my Counſel is, 


that you uſe the Point of your Ten, 10 
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the Feather. Let your firſt Attempt be a 
Coup d Eclat, in the Way of Libel, Lam- 
poon, or Satire. Knock down half a Score 
Reputations, and you will infallibly raiſe 
your own; and fo it be with Vit, no 
Matter with how little Fuftice ; for Fict- 
ton is your Trade. | E 
Every great Genius ſeems to ride upon 
Mankind, like PTR R HUS on his Ele- 
phant 4 and the Way to have the abſolute 
Aſcendant of your reſty Nag, and to keep 
your Seat, is, at your firſt mounting, te 
afford him the Whip and Spurs plentiful- 
ly; after which, you may travel the reſt 
of the Day with great Alacrity.

You cannot but know,“ 
that thoſe of your Profefion have been 
call'd Genus irritabike vatum ; and you will 
find it neceſſary to qualify yourſelf for 
that Waſpiſh Society, by exerting your 
Talent *: Satire upon the firſt Occaſion, 
and to abandon Good Nature, only ta 
prove yourſelf a true Poet, which you 
will allow to be a valuable Conſideration : 
In a Word, a young Robber 1s uſually 
enterd by a Murder: A young Hound is 
blooded when he comes firſt into the Field: 
"FS. A young

A young BULLT begins with killing 
his Man: And a young POET muſt 
' ſthew his Wit, as the other his Courage, by 
cutting, and flaſhing, and laying about 
him, and banging Mankind. 

Lajily, It will be your Wiſdom to look 
out betimes for a good Service for your 
Muſe, according to her Skill and Qualifi- 
cations, whether in the Nature of a Dairy. 
Haid, a Cook, or a Chair woman I mean, 
to hire out your Pen to a Party, which 
will afford you both Fay and Protection; 
and when you have to do with the Preſs, 
(as you will long to. be there) take Care 
to beſpeak an importunate Friend to ex- 
tort your Production with an agreeable 
Violence; and which, according to the 
Cue between ye, you muſt ſurrender di- 
gito male pertinact : There is a Decency in 
this; for it no more becomes an Author 
in Modeſty to have a Hand in publiſhing 
his own Works, than a Woman in Labour, 
to lay berfelf. | 

I would be very loth to give the leaſt 
Umbrage of Offence by what I have here 
ſaid, as I may do, if I ſhould be thought 
to infinuate, that theſe Circumſtances of 
good Writing have been unknown to, or 
not obſerved by, the Poets of this Tong: 
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dom: I will do my Countrymen the 


fuſtice to ſay, they have written by the 
toregoing Rules with great Exactneſs, and 
ſo far, as hardly to come behind thoſe 


of their Profeſſion in England, in Per- 
fection of low Writing. The Sublime; 
indeed, is not ſo common with us; but 
ample Amends is made for that Want, in 
great Abundance of the Admirable and 
Amazing, which appears in all our Com- 
pojitzons, Our very good Friend (the 
Knight aforeſaid; ſpeaking of the Force 
of Poetry; mentions Rhiming to Death, 
vhich (adds he) 7s ſaid to be done in Ire- 
land; and truly, to our Honour be it 
fpoken, that Power, in a great Meaſure, 
continues with ns to this Day. 


I would now offer ſome poor Thoughts 


of mine, for the Encouragement of Poetry 
in this Kingdom, if I could hope they 
would be agreeable. I have had many 
an aking Heart for the ill Phght of that 
noble Profeſſion here; and it has been my 
late and early Study how to bring it into 
better Circumſtances. And ſurely, conſider- 


ing what Monftrons ITS in the Poetick 


Way, do almoſt daily ſtart up, and ſur- 
prize us in this Town; what prodigious 
Genius's we have here (of which I could 

7 give 
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give Inſtances without Number) and 
withal, of what great Benefit it might 
be to our Trade to encourage that Sci. 
ence here, ( for it is plain, our Liunen. 
Manufacture is advancd, by the great 
Waſte of Paper made by our preſent Sett | 
of Poets; not to mention other neceſſary f 
Uſes of the ſame to Shopkeepers, eſpecial- 
ly Grocers, Apothecaries, and Paſtry-Cooks ; | 
and I might add, but for our Writers, the 
Nation would, in a little Time, be utter- 
ty deſtitute of Bam-fodder, and muſt, of | 
Neceſſity, import the ſame from England 
and Holland, where they have it in great | 
Abundance, by the indefatigable - Labour 
of their own Wits) I ſay, theſe Things 
confider'd, I am humbly of Opinion, it 
would be worth the Care of- our Gover- 
nours, to cheriſh Gentlemen of the 
Quill, and give them all proper Encou- 
ragements here. And ſince I am upon 
the Subject, I ſhall ſpeak my Mind very 
Fieeh; and if I added, ſawcily, it is no 

more than my Birth- right, ax a Briton, 
Seriouſly then, I have many Years la- 
mented the Want of a Grn}-ftreet in this 
eur: large and polite City, unleſs. the 
Whole, may be calld one. And this I 
nave accounted an unpardonable Deſect 
n En” 10. 
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in our Conſtitution, ever ſince I had any 
Opinions I could call my own. Every 
one knows Grub-ſtreet is a Market for 
Small-Ware in WIT, and as neceſlary, 
conſidering the uſual Purgings of Human 
Brain, as the Noſe is upon a Man's Face: 
And for the ſame Reaſons, we have here a 
Court, a College, a Play-bouſe, and beautiful 
Ladies, and fine Gentlemen, and good Claret, 
and abundance of Pens, Ink, and Paper, 
(clear of Taxes) and every other Circum- 
ſtance to provoke WIT; and yet thoſe 
whole Province it is, have not yet thought 
fit to appoint a- Place for Evacuations of 
it, which is a very hard Caſe, as may be 
judg'd by Compariſons 

And truly, this Defe& has been atten- 
ded with unſpeakable Inconveniencies 
tor, not to mention the Prejudice done to 
the Comman-wealth of Letters, I am of 
Opinion, we ſuffer in our Health by it: 
believe, our corrupted Air, and frequent 
thick Fogs, are, in a great Meaſure, ow- 
ing to the common Expoſal of our Vit; 
and that. with good Management, our 
Poetical Vapours might be carry'd off in 
a common Drain, and fall into one Quar- 
ter- of the Town, without infecting the 
Whole, as the Caſe is at preſent, to the 

great 
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great Offence of our Nobility, and Gent:y, 
and others, of nice Noſes. When Writers 
of all Sizes, like Freemen of the City, 
are at Liberty to throw/ out their Filth 
and excrementitions Productious in every 
Street as they pleaſe, what can the Con- 
ſequence be, but that the Town muſt 
be poyfon'd, and become fuch another 
Fakes, as; by Report of great Travellers, 
EDINBURGH is at Night; a Thing 
well to be confiderd in theſe Peſtilential 
Times. N 

I am not of the Society for Reformation 
of Manners, but, without that pragma- 
tical Title, I would be glad to fe ſome 
Amendment in the Matter before us: 
Wherefore, I humbly befpeak the Favour 
of the Lord Mayor, the Comt of Aldermen, 
and Common. Council, together with the 
whole Circle of Arts in this Town, and 
do recommend this Affair to their moſt 
Political Conſideration; and ] perſuade 
myſelf, they will not be wanting in their 
beſt Endeavours, when they can ſerve 
two ſuch good Ends at once, as both to 
keep the Town ſweet, and encourage 
Poetry in it. Neither do I make any Ex- 
ceptions, as to Satyrical Poets, and Lam- 


poon Miiters, in Conſideration of their 
Office : 
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Office: For tho', indeed, their Buſineſs 
is to rake into Kennels, and gather up the 
Filth of Streets and Families; 1n which Re- 
ſpect, they may be, for aught I know, as 
neceflary to the Town, as SCAVENGERS, 
or CHIMNEY SWEEFS; yet, I have ob- 
ſervd, they too, have themſelves, at the 
ſame Time, very foul Cloaths ; and, like 
dirty Perfons, leave more Filth and Na- 
ſtineſs, than they ſweep away. 

In a Word, What I would be at, (for I 
love to be plain in Matters of Importance 
to my Conntry) is, That ſome private 
Street, or blind Alley, of this Town, may 
be fitted up, at the Charge of the Publick, 
as an Apartment for the Muſes, (like thoſe 
at Rome and Amſterdam, for their Female- 
Relations) and be wholly conſign'd to the 
Uſes of our FITS, furniſn'd compleatly 
with- all Appurtenances, ſuch as Authors, 
Superviſors, Preſſes, Printers, Hawkers, Shops, 
and Ware-Houſes, and abundance of Gar- 
rets, and every other Implement and Cir- 
cumſtance of VIT; the Benefit of which 
would obviouſly be this, - viz. That we 
ſhould then have a ſafe Repoſitory for our 
BEST Produdtions, which, at preſent. are 
handed about in Single Sheets, or Mam 
ſcripts, and may be altogether loſt, (which 

| Were 
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were a Pity) or, at beſt, are ſubject, in 
that Jooſe Dreſs, like handſome Women, 

* to great Abuſes. . 
I Another Point, that has coſt me ſome 
5 melancholy Reflections, is, the preſent 
S8 cate of the Hay houſe, the Encouragement 
2 of which, hath an immediate Influence 
upon the Poetry of the Kingdom: As a 
good Market improves the Tillage of the 
neighbouring Country, and enriches the 
Ploughman; neither do we of this Town 
ſeem enough to know. or conſider, the 
vaſt Benefit of a Play-houſe to our City 
and Nation: That Single Houſe, is the 
Fountain of all our Love, Wit, Dreſs, and 
Gallantry. It is the School of Wiſdom ; 
for there we learn to know hat's what; 
which, however, I cannot ſay, is always, 
in that Place, found Knowledge. There 
our young Folks drop their Childiſb Mi- 
ales, and come firſt to perceive: their Mo- 
ther's Cheat of the Pur ſley- Bed; there, too, 
they get rid of Natural Prejudices, eſpe- 
cially thofe of Religion and Modeſty, which 
are great Reſtraints to a Free People The 
ſame is a Remedy for the Splzer, and Blußb- 
ing, and ſeveral. Diſtempers- occaſion'd by 
the Stagnation of the Blood. It is like- 
wiſe a School of Common Sweat ing; my 
young 
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young Maſter, who at firſt but mino d an 
Oath, is taught there, to mouth it grace- 
fully, and to Swear, as he reads: French, 
Ore rotundo. Profaneneſs was before to 
him, in the Nature of his beſt Suit, or 
Holyday-Cloaths ; but upon frequenting the 
Play houſe, Swearing, Curſing, and Lying, 
become like his Every day Coat, Waſtecoat; 
and Breeches. Now; Iſay, Common Swear- 
ing, a Produce of this Country, as plenti- 
ful as- our Corn, thus cultivated by the 
Play-bouſe, might, with Management, be 
of wonderful Advantage to the Nation, 
as a Projector of the Swearer's Bank has 
prov'd at large. Laſtly, the Stage, in great 
Meaſure, ſupports the Pulpit; for, I know 
not what our Divines cou'd have to ſay 
there, againſt the Corruptions of the Age, 
but for the Playhouſe, which is the Semi- 
nary of them. From which it is plain, 
the Publick is a Gainer by the Play-bouſe, 
and conſequently ought to countenance it; 
and were I-worthy. to put in my Word, 
or preſcribe to my Betters, I could ſay in 
what Manner... ny 

I have heard that-a-certain Gentleman 
has great Deſigns to ſerve the Publick 
in the Way of their Diverſions, with due 
Encouragement ; that is, if he can oy

wealth, 


and handſome Contributions ; and well he 
deſerves the Favours of the Nation; for, to 
do him Juſtice, he has an uncommon skill 
in Paftimes, having altogether apply'd 
his Studies that Way, and travell d full 
many a League, by Sea and Land, for 
this his profound Knowledge. With that 
View alone, he has viſited all the Courts 


and Cities in Europe; and has been at 


more Pains than I ſhall ſpeak of, to take 
an exact Draught of the Play- houſe at the 
Hague, as a Model for a New One here. 


But what can a private Man do by him- 


felf, in ſo publick an Undertaking ? It is 


not to be doubted, but by his Care and 


Induſtry, vaſt Improvements may be 
made, not only in our Play honſe, (which 


is his immediate Province) but in our 


Gaming-Ordinaries, Groom- Porter's, Lotteries, 
Powling-Greens, Nine. pin- Allies, Bear Gar- 
dens, Cock-pits, Prizes, Puppet and Raree- 


Shows, and whatever elſe concerns the 


elegant Divertiſements of this Town. He 
is truly an Original Genius, and I felicitate 
this our Capital City, on his Reſidence 
here, where I wiſh him long to live and 
flouriſh, for the Good of the Common-

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Once more : If any farther Applications 


ſhall be on t'other Side, to obtain a Char- 
ter for a Bank here, I preſume to make a 


that Privilege, being a Fund as real, and 
to the full as well grounded as our Stocks ; 
but, I fear, our Neighbours, who envy our 
Vit, as much as they do our Wealth or 


either. I believe alſo, it might be pro- 
per to exect a Corporation of Poets in this 
City. I have been idle endugh in my 
Time, to make a Computation of V ITS 
here, and do find we have Three hundred 
performing Poets, and upwards, in and 
about this Town, reckoning fix Score to 
the Hundred, and allowing for Demi s, 
like Pint.

One of 
theſe laſt, has lately entertain'd the Town 
with an Original Piece, and ſuch a one as, 
I dare ſay, the late Britiſh Spectator, in his 
Decline, would have call d, An excellent 
Specimen of the true Sublime; or, A noble 
Poems or, A fine Copy. of Verſes, on a Sub- 
jet perfetly New, (the Author himſelf ) 
and had given it a Place amongſt his

Requeſt, that Poetry may be a Sharer in 


Trade, will give no Encouragement to

But, as I was ſaying, ſo many Poets, I 
am confident, are ſuſhcient to furniſh out 
a CorroraTION in Point of Number. 
Then for the ſeveral Degrees of ſubordi- 
nate Members requiſite to ſuch a Body, 
there can be no Want; for, altho' we 
have not one Mafterly Poet, yet we abound: 
with Wardens and Beadles having a Mul- 
titude of Poetaſters, Poetitoes, Parcel-Poets; 
Poet- Apes, and Philo-Poets, and many of 
inferior Attainments of Wit, bnt- ſtrong 


Inclinations to it, which are by Odds 


more than all the reſt; Nor ſhall I ever 
be at Eaſe, till this Project of mine (for 
which I am heartily thankful to myſelf)
